W a s h i n g t o n , Jan . 25.—Advices f r o m 
Manila which reached the war depart- 
ni, ut were far from reassuring.

Manila itself and not Iloilo as might 
at first be supposed is regarded as Hie 
danger point just now. 
While tile instructions to General 
I'tis have been to avoid any^iostile 
cash with tile natives, so far as that 
j an is consistent with tilt- maintenance 
ot hi' position, it is realized here that 
it I- within the power of any excited 
or intoxicated person to precipitate a 
I attle bet ween tile two opposing forces. 
It must he understood that there is 
nothing in General t tis’ instructions 
m prevent him from most vigorously 
defending himself aud the interests 
confided to ins charge. 
General Otis is 
so sure of his ground that the officials 
here te**l no doubt as to the outcome of 
a hostile collision between the Ameri­ 
cans and the insurgent forces under I 
Aguinaldo, particularly as General Otis 
would have the enormous advantage of 
the lull co operation of the American 
fleet under Dewey. 
But it is partied* 
larly desirable that even a battle*ending 
in victory be avoided just now, for the 
president has by no means surrendered 
his conviction that the misguided Fili­ 
pinos eau bo brought to an undem and­ 
ing of the real object of the United 
States and peacefully accept th8 condi­ 
tions sought. 
Agonciilo sent another paper to the 
state department complaining of the 
fact that his other communications had 
been ignored, that nothing had been 
done to relieve the situation at Manila, 
winch, as lie had prophesy d, was now 
on tho verge of hostilities, 
He com­ 
plains of the sending of more soldiers 
aud warships to tho Orient by the 
Americans. 
Ile asks that he may receive such as­ 
surances as will satisfy his government, 
that it is not the intention of America 
to make war on the republic of Asia, 
and which will explain to it the reason 
why large armies and navies should bo 
dispatched to the Philippine islands 
and which will relieve his countrymen 
of the |fear; that now possesses them, 
that their liberties are in danger at the 
hands of a republic whose name they 
have always believed was associated 
with freedom and to which they first 
came for recognition. 
He expressed his gratitude to Ameri­ 
ca for services rendered, aud hopes that 
friendly relations may continue, and 
urges the importance of an immediate 
answer. 
L o n d o n , Jan . 25.—The Filipino junta 
here received a cable message from 
Agonciilo, 
Aguinaldo^ representative 
at Washington, declaring that the pros­ 
pects were improving though the work 
was difficult. 
The absence of direct news from Ma­ 
nila aud the receipt of secret intelli­ 
gence from Washington caused 
the 
gravest anxiety here. 
The arrests of 
I* I Ii piuos by Major General Otis and 
the news that numbers of Filipinos tied 
vn as regarded as a most serious occur­ 
rence. 
It was pointed out by the F ili­ 
pinos that this was exactly what hap­ 
pened in 1896 under General Blanco, 
when the Filipinos, on the following | 
day, attacked the Spaniards aud the 
revolution broke out. 
The members of the Filipino jnnta in 
this city said they were so anxious to 
avert war that they were cabling Ma­ 
nila urging the Filipinos "not to start 
hostilities if there is the remotest possi­ 
bility of averting trouble.” 
M a n i l a , Jan . 20.—via 
Hongkong, 
Jan. 25.—The Independencia today is­ 
sued a supplement containing a dis­ 
patch purporting to come from Malolos, 
the seat of the rebel government. 
It 
comments upon the appointment of the 
commission, and says: 
‘‘The Filipinos naturally suspect this 
is a new attempt to humbug. 
Both 
Dewey and Spencer Pratt promised us 
independence if the Filipino republic 
was stable. 
The Filipinos are disillu­ 
sioned. 
They believe the commission 
is a ruse to gain time till they have ac­ 
cumulated lormidable 
forces, 
when 
America, abusing her strength, will be­ 
gin a war to ratify her sovereignty.” 
The Independencia then alleges that 
all the commissioners are partisans of 
colonial expansion, and incidentally as- 
p*erts that the archbishop also favors 
annexation "w ith the sole object of 
gaining the sympathies of tne winning 
side, immaterial which, in the interests 
of the religious corporations.” 
I he Linpiuos of Caioocau and Gega- 
laugin, mistaking salutes exchanged oe- 
tween British aud German warships on 
Jan. 18, moved 13,000 men to the trout

cent country, but they did not attack 
the American lines. 
Rep! rts from the interior indicate 
that -ogiiiialno's authority is now gen­ 
erally recognized. Every available mate 
is being recruited and some depots are 
being established at San Bernardino, 


Union, i n lnuau anu oilier large towns. 
The surrounuiiig country is being levied 
on for supplier aud the Filipino troops 
are living on the tat of the laud, while 
tin* native villagers are compelled to 
subsist on rice. 
There is some friction between the 
Filipino civil aud military authorities, 
but they are united on the question of 
independence. 
it is estimated that there are fully 
30,000 Lilipiuos under arms and it is 
said that there are nearly 50 Maxim 
guns at Malolos, some of them having 
been recently acquired. 
I he Filipino military authorities are 
convinced, they say, that the Ameri­ 
cans will be unable to work effectively 
outside of Mamla in the event of hos­ 
tilities, hence they feel confident in the 
future.

Close by th e country road on the o u t­ 
sk irts of th e sleepy old seaport tow n of 
Bucksport, on the Penobscot, down in 
M aine, is a sm all fam ily cemetery. 
W ith in th e inclosure, w ith its high iron 
fence, in th e quiet and alm ost gloomy 
I hade, sleep the Bucks, the blueblooded 
and aristo cratic clan w hich first settled 
the tow n and bequeathed it th eir nam e 
—and a legend. 
Of th e m any moss grow n tablets and 
m onum ents the largest and m ost con­ 
spicuous is a tall g ran ite shaft in plain 
sight of th e highw ay. 
On one side is 
the inscription:

On tho oth er side is the single word 
“ B u ck ,” 
and 
also 
som ething 
not 
w rought by the m arble worker. On the 
sm ooth surfSRe of the pedestal is a 
curious outline, irreg u lar and describ­ 
in g th a t w hich can easily be im agined 
to be th e form of a foot of norm al size. 
Some people say th a t it is a foot, but 
those are of the superstitious tow n folk 
who believe the legend w hich has been 
choice stock 
in Bucksport for m any 
years. 
They th a t delight in perpetuating 
th is story say th a t Colonel Jonathan 
Buck w as a very stern and harsh m an 
and th e leading sp irit of his day and 
generation. 
His w ord was law in the 
com m unity. H e was the highest in civil 
au th o rity and his decision as im m ova­ 
ble as the g ran ite hills th at loom up in 
th e haze of the northern horizon. 
He w as m ost P uritanical, and to him 
w itch craft w as the incarnation of blas­ 
phemy. 
Thus, so the story goes, when 
a certain w om an w as accused of w itch­ 
craft, a t the firi-t clam oringsof the pop­ 
ulace Colonel Buck ordered her to be 
im prisoned, and 
later, after a m ere 
form of a hearing, she was sentenced to 
be executed as a witch. 
She pleaded to 
Buck for her life, b u t as to a heart of 
stone. 
The day of the execution cam e and 
th e condemned woman w ent to the gal­ 
lows cursing her judge w ith such te rri­ 
ble im precations th a t the people shud­ 
dered, b u t the m agistrate stood unm ov­ 
ed and m ade a sign to the officers to 
hasten the arrangem ents. All was ready 
and the hangm an was about to perform 
his grewsom e duty when the wom an 
turned to Colonel Buck and raising one 
hand to heaven as if to direct her last 
w ords on earth pronounced this astound­ 
ing prophecy: 
“ Jo n ath an 
Buck, listen 
to these 
words, th e last m y tongue shall utter. 
It is th e sp irit of the only tru e and liv­ 
ing God w hich bids m e speak them to 
you. 
You will soon die. 
Over your 
grave they w ill erect a stone, th a t all 
m ay know w here your bones are crum ­ 
bling in to dust. 
B ut listen I Upon th at 
stone th e im p rin t of m y feet w ill ap­ 
pear, and for all tim e, long afte r your 
accursed race has perished from the face 
of th e earth, w ill th e people from far 
and near know th a t you m urdered a 
wom an. 
R em em ber 
well, 
Jonathan 
Buck, rem em ber w ell!” 
Then she turned to her executioners 
and another act, one of the forever in­ 
effaceable blots, w as m ade a p art of 
A m erican colonial history. 
T he “ w itch ’s cu rse,” as it was call­ 
ed, and is to th is day. was alm ost for­ 
gotten u n til m any years afterw ard, when 
th e m onum ent w as erected to the m em ­ 
ory of B ucksport^ founder. It had been 
in position hardly a m onth when a faint 
outline w as discovered upon it. 
This 
gradually grew m ore and m ore distinct ' 
un til some one m ade the startlin g d is­ 
covery th a t it w as th e outline of a foot 
w hich some 
su p ern atu ral draftsm an 
had traced on tile granite. 
The old leg 
end w as revived an d the Buck ceme­ 
tery w as for years th e Mecca of the su­ 
perstitious and curious for m iles a roil t I 
T he “ w itch 's curse” had been f.,i 
filled, they said 
An attem p t w as made 
to rem ove th e stain, b u t all efforts tend­ 
ed only to bring tho outline out in bold 
er relief. 
The stain or w hatever it was 
seemed to p en etrate to the very center 
of the stone. 
The hinges of th e big gate have 
creaked for tho last tim e to adm it a 
Buck. 
T he last of th e race has been 
laid to rest beneath th e oaks and m a 
pies, and the settin g sun throw s the 
shadow of the once m ighty Colonel 
Jo n ath an Buck s m onum ent athw art 
the double row of mossy mounds, as if 
still exerting his au th o rity , and the 
sam e rays lig h t th a t m ysterious tracing 
held u p to th e view of all th a t pass and 
repass along the d u sty turnpike. 
The im p rin t of tile foot is a fact, and 
is there today as plain as ever. 
The 
legend of the “ w itch ’s curse” m ay or 
m ay not be a fa c t T he fanciful defend 
the legend, but th e practical point out | 
th e apparent discrepancy betw een the 
dates of th e era of w itch craft persecu­ 
tion and th e regim e of Colonel Buck. 


They say th at the stain is sim ply an 
a c c id e n ta l fault iii the granite, and that 
the legend was m ade to fit the foot and 
not the foot tin- legend. B ut the foot is 
there. —Philadelphia Inquirer.

Then I hypnotized him daily 
for six w eeks.

Some people say that it is a foot, hut 
those are of the superstitious town folk 
who believe the legend which has been 
choice stock in Bucksport for many 
years. 
They that delight iii perpetuating 
this story say that Colonel Jonathan 
Buck was a very stern and harsh man 
and the leading spirit of his day and 
generation. 
His word was law in the 
community. He was the highest iii civil 
authority and his decision as immova­ 
ble as the granite hills that loom up in 
the haze of tile northern horizon. 
He was most Puritanical, and to him 
witchcraft was the incarnation of blas­ 
phemy. 
Thus. so the story goes, when 
a certain woman was accused of witch­ 
craft. at the first clamoringsof the pop­ 
ulace Colonel Buck ordered her to l»e 
imprisoned, and later, after a mere 
form of a hearing, she was sentenced to 
he executed as a witch. She pleaded to 
Buck for her lib*, but as to a heart of 
stone. 
The day of the execution came and 
the condemned woman went to the gal­ 
lows cursing her judge with such terri­ 
ble imprecations that the people shud­ 
dered, but the magistrate stood unmov­ 
ed and made a sign to th** officers to 
hasten the arrangements. All was ready 
and the hangman was about to perform 
his grewsome duty when the woman 
turned to Colonel Buck and raising one 
hand to heaven as if to direct her last 
words on earth pronounced this astound­ 
ing prophecy: 
“Jonathan 
Buck, listen 
to these 
words, the last my tongue shall utter. 
It is the spirit of the only true and liv­ 
ing God which bids me speak them to 
you. 
You will soon die. 
Over your 
grave they will erect a stone, that all 
may know where your bones are crum­ 
bling into dust. 
But listen! Upon that 
stone the imprint of my feet will ap­ 
pear, and for all time, long after your 
accursed race has perished from the face 
of the earth, will the people from far 
and near know that yon murdered a 
woman. 
Remember well, Jonathan 
Buck, remember well!” 
Then she turned to her executioners 
and another act, one of the forever in­ 
effaceable blots, was made a part of 
American colonial history.

OLD DUELING RULES. 


F oir In I* h ofotr ra p tly . 
One serious aud at the same tim e un­ 
suspected source of fog in photography 
is often duo to the fact that the black­ 
ing has slightly worn off 
the lens 
mount and thoro is a reflection which 
results iii a loss of brilliancy in the 
negative. 
Constant 
use and endless 
cleaning of the lens in tim e wear the 
blacking off, and this should be attend­ 
ed to and all m etal parts kept well 
blacked. 
Where lenses are mounted in 
alum inium still more care is necessary 
in this respect, as, wherever iu such 
oases the blacking wears off, w hite light 
instead of yellow light is reflected into 
the lens. 
Sometimes diaphragm s of the iris 
pattern are greatly at fault in this re­ 
spect. By reason of its construction the 
leaves or vanes iu this diaphragm are in 
constant friction while being set, and 
bus become polished and reflective, for 
which reason some photographers avoid 
having iris diaphragm s in their lenses, 
notw ithstanding their convenience. 
A 
careful exam ination of the apparatus 
will insure safety in this m atter. 
Stops 
of the ordinary pattern become in time 
little better than bare metal, especially 
at the edges of the aperture. 


M a rtelle T o w e r s In E n g la n d . 
W hatever may have been the defen­ 
sive value of m artello towers a century 
ago it has entirely evaporated now. 
There are a good m any of them on the 
coasts of Essex, Suffolk, K ent and Sus­ 
sex. These massive round towers, some 
40 feet high, were regarded as and very 
likely were splendid defenses at the 
tim e they were erected, but they have 
long been used only for coastguard pur­ 
poses. 
Their name is derived from the 
Italian coast towers which were erected 
as a protection against pirates.

To Englishmen dueling is happily a 
lost art, but three-quarters of a century 
ago dueling was sufficiently in vogue to 
induce an anonymous w riter to publish 
a book “ containing mnch useful infor­ 
mation. ” ironically dedicated to Daniel 
O’Connell, Esq., M. P., and Jam es Silk 
Buckingham, Esq., M. P., as “ enter­ 
taining the opinion first promulgated 
by the imm ortal FaLstaff of happy 
memory th at discretion is the better 
part of valor. ” 
The author advises “ all my country­ 
men who go abroad to use the pistol in 
stead of the sword when they have the 
choice of the weapon, as the balance of 
killed and wounded is now much in fa­ 
vor of the French, who, upon the ter 
m ination of the late war, amused them 
selves by occasionally spitting some half 
dozen of our traveling young fashion 
ables before breakfast. ” 
He recoin 
mends “ Purdey, in Oxford street, as 
the maker of the best dueling pistol 
locks,” care iii the selection of a stock 
which fits th*- hand comfortably and to 
eschew “ saw handles.” 
Barrels should 
ini ten inches long and half rifled 
which, considering that throughout hL 
volume he poses as a man of the strict 
est honor, is puzzling, for he adm its 
that a wholly rifled pistol is considered 
an unfair weapon, therefore one not ap 
pearing to be rifled should be substi 
tilted. 
On “ the chances” he writes 
“ Many 
a poor, long armed, straggling fellow 
has received the coup di (sic) Coeur (or 
fatal stroke) who m ight still have been 
in existence had he known how to pro 
trot his person in the field, ” the neces 
sary protection consisting in standing 
sideways and draw ing in the stomach 
“ Should the party be h it” —presumably 
because he could not draw in his stom 
ach—“ he must not feel alarmed. ” This 
seems difficult, as a man w ith a bullet 
in his stomach can hardly be expected 
not to display some little natural anxie­ 
ty, for, as is adm itted later, “ a shot in 
the digestive organs m ust be particu­ 
larly annoying to a bon vivant. ” 
To 
aldermen his advice is “ the old method 
of fighting—the back to the adversary 
over the shoulder. ’ 
a m an’s being killed 
I, and of his being 
I. ” 
He arrives at 
this conclusion by dividing a man s 
body, when opposed to his adversary, 
into nine parts. Therefore he says, “ As 
in only three of these a wound would 
prove mortal, the chances are 3 to 
I against his being killed, and 5 to 
I against his being hit—th at is, how 
ever,” he hastens to add, “ provided his 
antagonist has never read my work. If 
he has, the case may be different!” 
The combatant is told “ not to allow 
the idea of becoming a target to make 
him uneasy, but to treat the m atter 
jocosely. ” 
He is to laugh away the 
evening over a bottle of port, and play 
a rubber of whist, but he m ust avoid 
drinking to excess, or taking “ any food 
that tends to create bile, ” because “ bil­ 
ious objects are not seen either distinct­ 
ly or correctly. ’ ’ 
This would rather be 
a valid reason for getting as bilious as 
possible. 
A man w ith an attack of 
jaundice should be invisible, and able 
to blaze at his antagonist in perfect 
safety 
If he cannot sleep on retiring 
to rest, he is to read Byron’s “ Childe

An Irishm an is not to be chosen as 
second, for nine out of ten have such an 
innate love of fighting they cannot 
bring an affair to an amicable adjust 
ment. and the first duty of a second is 
to prevent the affair coming to a seri­ 
ous issue. 
Other advice is for the sec 
end to take care his principal is not in

As may be inferred, the author holds 
by dueling, for “ the man who falls 
in a duel and the individual who is 
killed by the overturn of a stagecoach 
are both unfortunate victims to a prac­ 
tice from which we derive great advan 
rages 
It would be absurd to prohibit 
stage traveling because occasionally a 
few lives are lost by an overturn, and 
unless ii en endeavored to destroy eael 
other they might live to a pat dare ha 
age and m ultiply so rapidly that th. 
soil would soon be insufficient to sup 
ply 
them with 
nourishment. ‘

F oir In I’h o fO K r a p h y . 
One serious and at the same tim e nu- 
suspected source of fog in photography 
is often due to the fact that the black­ 
ing has 
slightly worn off 
the lens 
mount and there is a reflection which 
results in a loss of brilliancy in the 
negative. 
Constant 
use and endless 
cleaning of the lens in tim e wear the 
blacking oil, and this should he attend 
ed to and all metal parts kept well 
blacked. 
Where lenses are mounted in 
alum inium still more care is necessary 
in this respect, as, wherever iu such 
oases the blacking wears off, w hite light 
instead of yellow light is reflected into 
the lens. 
Sometimes diaphragms of 
the iris 
pattern are greatly at fault in this re­ 
spect. By reason of its construction the 
leaves or vanes in this diaphragm are in 
constant friction w hile being set, and 
bus become polished and reflective, for 
which reason some photographers avoid 
having iris diaphragms in their lenses, 
notwithstanding their convenience.

careful exam ination of the apparatus 
w ill insure safety in this matter.

The author advises “ all my country­ 
men who go abroad to use the pistol in 
stead of the sword when they have the 
choice of the weapon, as the balance of 
killed and wounded is now much in fa­ 
vor of the French, who, upon the ter 
ruination of the late war, amused them 
selves by occasionally spitting some half 
dozen of our traveling young fashion

mends “ Purdey. in Oxford street, as 
the maker of the best dueling pistol 
locks,” care in the selection of a stock 
which fits the hand comfortably and to 
eschew “ saw handles.”

volume he poses as a man of the strict 
est honor, is puzzling, for he admits 
that a wholly rifled pistol is considered 
an unfair weapon, therefore one not ap 
peering to be rifled should be substi 
tilted.

ISOTHERMS. 


Pacta About Isotherm ic Mop* That 
A r e R a r e l y L e a r n e d a t S ch o o l. 


Here are tome definitions of isotherms 
that appear in American textbooks of 
geography: 
Those lines which are drawn through 
places w ith an equal average of temper­ 
ature are called isotherms. 
Isotherms 
are 
lines 
connecting 
places having the same mean tempera­ 
ture for particular periods, as the whole 
of the year, the winter 
months, etc. 
If upon a map all places 
the same mean temperature 
netted by lines, such lines 
isothermal line's or simple isotherms. 
These definitions are part of the 
truth, but not the whole of it. 
It may 
not be a great calam ity, but the fact is 
that most boys and girls leave school 
w ith a misconception as to what an 
isotherm is. and they rarely find out in 
later years. 
They all know that tw o elements, 
latitude and altitudes are the main fac­ 
tors iii determ ining the' mean temper­ 
ature of a place; that the farther a 
place is from the* equator and the higher 
it stands above sea level the cooler its 
clim ate is. 
But they do not know that 
isothermic maps take into account only 
oik* of these elements, and that is lati­ 
tude. 
They elim inate the influence of j 
altitude. The isotherm passing over the 
top of Pike’s peak does not show the 
mean temperature at the sum m it of the 
mountain, but what tilt' mean temper­ 
ature would be in that im m ediate neigh­ 
borhood if the land, instead of rising 
high above the sea. stood at the level of 
Coney Island. 
Do yon see the reason for this? It 
may be easily explained. 
Most of the 
land does not rise so high above the sea 
that the temperature is greatly affected 
by altitude. 
To the majority of man­ 
kind latitude is a far more important 
clim atic element than altitude. 
Now, 
the effects on temperature of both lati­ 
tude and altitude cannot well be shown 
on one man, and isotherm ic maps were 
devised to show the effects of latitude 
and some other element, such as posi­ 
tion near the sea or in the far interior. 
An isothermic line, therefore, does not 
show the actual mean temperature of a 
place on it unless that place is at sea 
level. But it is easy to deduce from the 
isotherm the actual mean temperature 
of a place, if we know’ its elevation 
above the sea. How this is done is very 
clearly explained by Dr. H. R. Mill, 
the British geographer, as follows: 
“ The air grows cooler by I degree F. 
for every 270 feet of elevation above 
sea level, but isotherm ic lines show the 
sea level temperature. In using isother­ 
m ic maps we must therefore remember 
that places 600 feet above the sea level 
have a temperature 2 degrees lower 
than the isotherms indicate; 
places 
6,000 feet above the sea, 22 degrees 
lower; those 12,000 feet above the sea, 
45 degrees lower, and the mountain 
slopes 18,000 feet above the sea no less 
than 66 degrees lower than the sea level 
temperature shown by the isotherms. 
This accounts for the fact that none of 
the important towns in the temperate 
zones is situated more than 2,000 feet 
above the sea, w hile in the tropics they 
are built at as great elevations as 8,000 
or 10,000 f e e t ” 
W eather charts are an exception to 
this rule. 
They record 
the actual 
thermometrical readings at the points 
of observation.— N ew York Sun.

examined the subject say that the wa­ 
ters of the north are rich w ith mineral 
deposits which are being constantly 
washed down from the mountains.

certain per cent of this mineral is taken 
into the air when vapor rises, and the 
snow becomes impregnated w ith 
it. 
There have been several falls of rod 
snow near Point Barrow, the deposit 
being cif a reddish brown color, due en­ 
tirely to minerals. 
Thus it can be seen 
that a person eating large quantities of 
the snow takes into his system a corre­ 
sponding amount of m inerals.”

‘‘Those lines which are drawn through 
plnces w ith an equal average of tem per­ 
ature are called isotherms. 
Isotherms 
are 
lines 
connecting 
places having the same mean tem pera­ 
ture for particular periods, as the whole 
of the year, the w inter or summer 
months, etc. 
“ If npon a map nil places having 
the same mean tem perature art* con­ 
nected by lines, such lines are called 
isotherm al lines or simple isotherms. ” 
These definitions are part of the 
trntli, but not the whole of it 
It may 
not be it great calamity, but the fact is 
th at most boys ami girls leave school 
I w ith a misconception as to what an 
I isotherm is. and they rarely find out in 
j later years. 
They all know that two elements. 


I latitude and altitude, are tho main fac­ 
tors in determ ining the mean tem per­ 
ature of a place; that the farther a 
| place is from the equator and the higher 
j it stands above sea level the cooler its 
; clim ate is. 
But they do not know that 
j isothermic maps take into account only 
one of these elements, and that is lati­ 
tude. 
They elim inate the influence of 
altitude. The isotherm passing over the 
top of Pike’s peak does not show the 
mean tem perature at the summit of the 
m ountain, but what the mean tem per­ 
ature would be in that immediate neigh­ 
borhood if the land, instead of rising 
high above the sea. stood at the level of J 
Coney Island. 
Do yon see tho reason for this? It! 
m aybe easily explained. 
Most of the 
land does not rise so high above the sea 
that the tem perature is greatly affected 
by altitude. 
To the m ajority of m an­ 
kind latitude is a far more im portant 
clim atic element than altitude. 
Now. 
the effects on tem perature of both lati­ 
tude and altitude cannot well be shown 
on one man. and isotherm ic maps were 
devised to show the effects of latitude 
and some other element, such as posi­ 
tion near the sea or in the far interior. 
Ail isothermic line, therefore, does not 
show the actual mean tem perature of a 
place on it unless th at place is at sea 
level. B ut it is easy to deduce from the 
isotherm the actual mean tem perature 
of a place, if we know its elevation 
above the sea. How this is done is very 
clearly explained by Dr. II. R. Mill, 
the B ritish geographer, as follows: 
“ The air grows cooler by I degree F. 
for every 270 feet of elevation above 
sea level, but isotherm ic lines show the 
sea level tem perature. In using isother­ 
mic maps we m ust therefore remember 
th at places 600 feet above the sea level 
have a tem perature 2 degrees lower 
than the isotherms indicate; places 
6.000 feet above the sea, 22 degrees 
lower ; those 12,000 feet above the sea. 
45 degrees lower, and the m ountain 
slopes 18,000 feet above the sea no less 
than 66 degrees lower than the sea level 
tem perature shown by the isotherms. 
This accounts for the fact th at none of 
the im portant towns in the temperate 
zones is situated more than 2,000 feet 
above the sea, while in the tropics they 
are built at as great elevations as 8,000 
or 10,000 feet. ” 
W eather charts are an exception to 
this rule. 
They record 
the actual 
therm om etrical readings at the points 
of observation.—New York Sun.

Every great discovery in the world's 
history has brought w ith it an accom­ 
panying affliction, and it rem ained for 
the Klondike to develop a peculiar mania 
that threatens to outrival opium eating. 
Among the residents of the far north it 
is known as the “ snow habit.,” and it 
is said to bt* incurable. 
A returned 
Klondiker tells tin* strange story. 
“ There are many strange tilings in 
the Klondike.” said the narrator, “ but 
perhaps the strangest and that about 
which nothing has been w ritten so far. 
is the dissipation caused by eating 
snow. 
In tin* north, when the tiler 
ammeter reaches GO to 40 degrees below 
Zero. a mouthful of snow is like molten 
metal. It brings an inflammation to the 
palate and tongue and it is impossible 
to quench the thirst. 
The first advice 
an old tinier offers a newcomer in the 
region i s ‘Don't eat snow .’ 
There are 
men in that country, once hearty, ro­ 
bust miners, now weak, effeminate crea­ 
tures. whose fall can be traced directly 
to the time they began m unching snow 
“ The m atter has been but little in­ 
vestigated, but tilt* scientists who have 
examined the subject say that the wa­ 
ters of the north are rich w ith mineral 
deposits which are being constantly 
washed down from the mountains. 
A 
certain per cent of this m ineral is taken 
into the air when vapor rises, and the 
snow becomes impregnated with it. 
Til ere have been several falls of red 
snow near Point Barrow, the deposit 
being of a reddish brown color, due en­ 
tirely to minerals. Thus it can be seen 
that a person eating large quantities of 
the snow takes into his system a corre­ 
sponding amount of m inerals.” 
W hile coming down the Copper river 
last spring the narrator came upon a 
party of miners where one was dying 
from the effects of eating snow. Ile had 
been a hard drinker, but had run short 
of whisky. His thirst became unendur­ 
able and as w ater was scarce in m id­ 
w inter In* had taken to eating snow 
Soon he claimed it relieved his appetite 
for the liquor, but his companions no­ 
ticed that his appetite for the snow in­ 
creased until he was consuming enor 
mous quantities. 
Gradually his skim 
which was a dark bronze, grew light, 
his rugged stature became bent, and 
even his harsh voice changed to the 
effeminate squeak of an old woman. 
His strength gave way, and his com­ 
panions tried to break him of the habit. 
He would lie on his pallet and moan 
pitifully for a m outhful of snow and 
when opportunity offered would steal 
unobserved to the doorway and gulp 
down huge handfuls. 
At last, seeing 
death was inevitable, his companions 
allowed him the snow, hoping to pro­ 
long his life. 
It proved unavailing, 
however, and one m orning the man was 
found dead. 
There are some spots on the Copper 
river where the snow, when melted and 
strained through a cloth, shows percep­ 
tible signs of minerals, and often gold 
is found plentifully intermixed, but of 
course not in paying quantities. W here 
this comes from is a mystery, but it 
may be brought from the far north by 
the heavy w inter gales th at sweep over 
this part of the country. 
It has been 
said th at if the snow could be melted 
away it would leave deposits of millions 
of dollars in gold dust on the ground. 
The narrator had a close call himself 
from falling a victim to the snow habit. 
“ It was in the w inter of 1896-7, " h e 
said, “ and I was new to the country. 
An old m iner near Dawson had warned 
me against eating snow, but I. with my 
partner, had gone back into the hills on 
a prospecting tour and had got caught 
in a blizzard. 
We were shy of pro­ 
visions and on our way up lost tho 
package containing our cooking uten­ 
sils. 
This we remedied by broiling our 
cooked foods, lint we had nothing in 
which to m elt the snow.

W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 25.— Advices from 
Manila which reached the war depart­ 
ing ut were far from reassuring. 
It was 
understood that General Otis reported 
an expectation on his part that the in* 
in recurs wore about to force an issue. 
Manila itself aud not Iloilo as might 
at f i r s t be supposed is regarded as the 
danger point lust now. 
W hile the instructions to General 
(■'tis h av e been to avoid a ny hostile 
clash w ith the natives, so far as that 
plan is consistent with the maintenance 
ol his position, it is ri alized here that 
it is w ithin the power of any excited 
or intoxicated person to precipitate a 
Tattle between tile two opposing forces. 
It must be understood that there is 
n o th in g in General C tis’ instructions 
t i prevent him from most vigorously 
d efen din g himself and the interests 
c Hi tided to his charge. 
General Otis is 
so sure of his ground th at the officials ' 
here le d no doubt as to the outcome of 
a hostile collision between the Ameri­ 
cans and the insurgent forces under I 
Aguinaldo, particularly as General Otis 
would have the enormous advantage of 
the lull co operation of the American 
fleet under Dewey. 
But it is particu­ 
larly desirable that even a battle ending 
in victory be avoided just now, for the 
president has by no means surrendered 
his conviction that the misguided Fili­ 
pinos can bo brought to an understand­ 
ing of the real object of the United 
States aud peacefully accept the condi­ 
tions sought. 
Agoncilio sent another paper to the 
state departm ent complaining of the 
fact that his other communications had 
been ignored, that nothing had been 
done to relieve the situation at Manila, 
which, as he had p ro p h et d, was now 
on the verge of hostilities. 
He com­ 
plains of the sending of more soldiers 
and warships to the Orient by the 
Americans. 
Ile asks that he may receive such as­ 
surances as will satisfy his government, 
that it is not the intention of America 
to make w ar on the republic of Asia, 
and winch will explain to it the reason 
why large armies aud navies snould bo 
dispatched to the Philippine islands 
and which will relieve his countrymen 
of the |fear; th at now possesses them, 
that their liberties are in danger at the 
hands of a republic whose name they 
have always believed was associated 
with freedom and to which they first 
came for recognition. 
He expressed his gratitude to Ameri­ 
ca lor services rendered, and hopes that 
friendly relations may continue, and 
urges the importance of an immediate 
answer. 
London, Jan. 25.—The Filipino junta 
here received a cable message from 
Agoncilio, Aguinaldo^ representative 
at Washington, declaring that the pros­ 
pect* were improving though the work 
wa* ditlicult. 
The absence of direct news from Ma­ 
nila aud Hie receipt of secret intelli­ 
gence from W ashington caused the 
gravest anxiety here. 
The arrests of 
Filipinos by Major General Otis aud 
the news that numbers of Filipinos fled 
was regarded as a most serious occur­ 
rence. 
It was pointed out by the Fili­ 
pinos that this was exactly w hat hap- 
peued in 181)6 under General Blanco, 
when the Filipinos, on the following 
day, attacked the Spaniards aud tho 
revolution broke out. 
The members of the Filipino junta in 
this city said they were so anxious to 
avert war that they were cabling Ma­ 
nila urging the Filipinos “ not to start 
hostilities if there is the remotest possi­ 
bility of averting trouble.” 
M anila, Jan. 20.—via 
Hongkong, 
Jan. 25.—The lndependeucia today is­ 
sued a supplement containing a dis­ 
patch purporting to come from Malolos, 
the seat of the rebel government.

One serious and at the same time un­ 
suspected source of fog in photography 
is often due to the fact that the black­ 
ing has slightly worn off 
the lens 
mount and there is a reflection which 
results in a loss of brilliancy in the 
negative. 
Constant use and endless 
cleaning of the lens in time wear the 
blacking off, aud this should he atteud 
ed to aud all metal parts kept well 
blacked. 
Where lenses are mounted in 
aluminium still more care is necessary 
in this respect, as, wherever iu such 
oases the blacking wears off, white light 
instead of yellow light is reflected into 
the lens. 
Sometimes diaphragms of the iris 
pattern are greatly at fault in this re­ 
spect. By reason of its construction the 
leaves or vanes in this diaphragm are in 
constant friction while being set, and 
bus become polished aud reflective, for 
which reason some photographers avoid 
having iris diaphragms in their b uses, 
notwithstanding their convenience. 
A 
careful examination of the apparatus 
will insure safety in this matter. 
Stops 
of the ordinary pattern become in time 
little better than hare metal, especially 
at the edges of the aperture.

To Englishmen dm*ling is happily a 
lost art, but three-quarters of a century 
ago dueling was sufficiently in vogue to 
induce an anonymous writer to publish 
a book “ containing much useful infor­ 
mation, ” ironically dedicated to Daniel 
O'Connell, Esq., M. P., and James Silk 
Buckingham, Esq., M. P., as “ enter­ 
taining the opinion first promulgated 
by the immortal FaLstaff of happy 
memory that discretion is the better 
part of valor. ” 
The author advises “ all my country­ 
men w'ho go abroad to use the pistol in 
stead of the sword when they have the 
choice of the weapon, as the balance of 
killed and wounded is now much in fa­ 
vor of the French, who, upon the ter 
m inationof the late w'ar, amused them 
selves by occasionally spitting some half 
dozen of our traveling young fashion 
ables before breakfast.” 
He recom­ 
mends “ Purdey, in Oxford street, as 
the maker of the best dueling pistol 
locks,” care in the selection of a stock 
which fits the hand comfortably and to 
eschew “ saw handles.” Barrels should 
he ten inches long and half rifled, 
which, considering that throughout his 
volume he poses as a man of the strict 
est honor, is puzzling, for he admits 
that a wholly rifled pistol is considered 
an unfair weapon, therefore one not ap 
pearing to be rifled should be substi 
toted. 
On “ the chances” he writes 
“ Many 
a poor, long armed, straggling fellow 
has received the coup di (sic) Coeur (or 
fatal stroke) who might still have been 
in existence had he known how to pro 
tect his person in the field,” the neces 
sary protection consisting in standing 
sideways and drawing in the stomach 
“ Should the party be h it” —presumably 
because he could not draw in his stom­ 
ach—“ he must not feel alarmed. ” This 
seems difficult, as a man with a bullet 
in his stomach can hardly be expecter 
not to display some little natural anxie 
ty, for. as is admitted later, “ a shot in 
the digestive organs must he particn 
larly annoying to a bon vivant.” To 
aldermen his advice is “ the old method 
of fighting—the back to the adversary 
and discharging over the shoulder 
“ The chances of a man’s being killec 
are about 14 to I, and of his being 
hit about fi to I. ” He arrives at 
this conclusion by dividing a man 
laxly. when opposed to his adversary 
into nine parts. Therefore he says, “ As 
in only three of these a wound wouh 
prove mortal, the chances are 3 to 
I against his being killed, and 5 to 
I against his being hit—that is, how 
ever.” he hastens to add, “ provided his 
antagonist has never read my work. If 
he has, the case may be different!” 
The combatant is told “ not to allow 
the idea of becoming a target to make 
him uneasy, but to treat the matter 
jocosely. ” 
He is to laugh away the 
evening over a bottle of port, and play 
a rubber of whist, but he must avoid 
drinking to excess, or taking “ any food; 
that tends to create bile, ” because “ bil­ 
ious objects are not seen either distinct­ 
ly or correctly. ” This woald rather be 
a valid reason for getting as bilious as 
possible 
A man with an attack of 
jaundice should be invisible, and able 
to blaze at his antagonist in perfect 
safety 
If he cannot sleep on retiring 
to rest, he is to read Byron’s “Childe 
Harold ” His servant is to call him at 5 
ami give him a strong cup of coffee 
Then he is to smoke a cigar, and “ on 
his way to the scene of action” he is to 
take a brandy and soda, as a most 
“grateful stim ulant and corrective. ” 
No wonder our author recommends 
him at this point to draw in his stom­ 
ach. “ If he dies, he is to go off with as 
good grace as possible!" On the other 
hand, if he hits his antagonist, he is to 
take off his hat to him and express re 
gret 
A challenge is not to be in rhyme,

Here are tom e definitions of isotherms 
that appear in American textbooks of 
geography: 
‘‘Those lines which are drawn through 
places w ith an equal average of temper­ 
ature are called isotherms. 
Isotherms 
are 
lines 
connecting 
places having the same mean tempera­ 
ture for particular periods, as the whole 
of the year, the winter or summer 
months, etc. 
If upon a map all places having 
the same mean temperature are con­ 
nected by lines, such lines are called 
isotherm al lines or sim ple isotherm s “ 
These definitions are part of 
the 
truth, but not the whole of it. 
It may 
not be a great calam ity, but the fact is 
that most boys and girls leat e school 
w ith a misconception as to what an 
isotherm is. and they rarely find out in 
later years. 
T hey all know that two elements, 
latitude and altitude, are tho main fac­ 
tors in determ ining the mean tem per­ 
ature of a place: that the farther a 
place is from the equator and the higher 
it stands above sea level the cooler its 
clim ate is. 
But they do not know that 
isotherm ic maps take into account only 
one of these elements, and that is la ti­ 
tude. 
They elim inate the influence of 
altitude. The isotherm passing over the 
top of P ike’s peak does not show the 
mean temperature at the sum m it of the 
mountain, but what the mean tem per­ 
ature would be in that im m ediate neigh­ 
borhood if the land, instead of rising 
high above the sea, stood at the level of 
Coney Island. 
Do yon see the reason for this? 
It 
may be easily explained. 
Most of the 
land does not rise so high above the sea 
that the temperature is greatly affected 
by altitude. 
To the m ajority of m an­ 
kind latitude is a far more important 
clim atic elem ent than altitude. 
Now. 
the effects on tem perature of both lati­ 
tude and altitude cannot well be shown 
on one man, and isotherm ic maps were 
devised to show the effects of latitude 
and some other element*, such as posi­ 
tion near the sea or in the far interior. 
An isotherm ic line, therefore, does not 
show the actual mean temperature of a 
place on it unless that place is at sea 
level. But it is easy to deduce from the 
isotherm the actual mean temperature 
of a place, if we know its elevation 
above the sea. How this is done is very 
clearly explained by Dr. II. It. Mill, 
the B ritish geographer, as follows: 
‘‘The air grows cooler by I degree F. 
for every 270 feet of elevation above 
sea level, but isotherm ic lines show' the 
sea level temperature. In using isother­ 
m ic m aps we must therefore remember 
that places 600 feet above the sea level 
have a tem perature 2 degrees lower 
than the isotherms indicate; places 
6,000 feet above the sea, 22 degrees 
lower; those 12,000 feet above the s«*a
